It was fitting indeed 
that up and coming star 
Graham Arnold and 
their highly professional 
midfielder Zarko Odza- 
koy supplied the goals. 

Both have been 
amongst the topliners 
over the year. 

From the competition 
halfway mark player- 
coach Vedran Rozic was 
quite convinced that he 
had the players - and the 
supporters - to finish off 
the job. 

An unfortunate acci-

THE 1974 Socceroos v Soccer Media match has been given a bigger billing by 
being shifted to become the curtain-raiser to the National Grand Final second leg 
at Parramatta Stadium on OCTOBER 19. 
The confidence of the Socceroos was audaciously displayed last week when central defeuder 

Manfred Schaefer commented to media man Ray Gatt: “Do you want to bet on the outcome!” 

This week on page 5 ASW publishes the full teams and gives more details on the match. The 
game, which has been jointly sponsored by ATTACK, MITRE. AMBASSADOR and ANSETT, 
has certainly caused a lot of interest amongst the public, who are responding to the chance of seeing 
some of the Soccer greats of yesteryear back in action once again. 


IT is quite predictable - and indeed justifiable - 
to have FIFA making a favourable summing 
up of the World Cup staged in Mexico just a 
. couple of months ago. 

The international body also delivered a pat 
on the back to Mexico - and to their own 
organisation as well! 

It was part of Mexico’s plan to have a 
tourist-led recovery pattern to stage the Cup 
despite the ravages and loss of life in the 
horrendous earthquakes that preceeded it. 

There was the embarrasment of technical 
failures in television transmissions. FIFA 
undertakes to learn from such matters, which 
of course cut across the huge commercial and 
advertising expenditures and the need for 
those involved to receive a full return. 

With electronic communications making 
huge inroads into sport, nothing is more 
certain than the fact that the question arises 
of whether the camera’s eye will to some 
extent replace the referee’s eye in making 
determinations on points of fact in the con- 
duct of the game. 

FIFA president Joao Havelange has come 
down strongly in favour of depending upon 
the referee to continue to be the sole judge of 
matters that come within his jurisdiction 
under the Laws of the Game. 

There is a strong case for his viewpoint. 

However the local competitor code of rugby 
league in Australia spends countless hours in 
viewing video tapes of games to detect 
serious breaches that have escaped the atten- 
tion of match officials. 

Australian rules has not turned directly to 
this system but it could be that they will in the 
future. 

In these codes there is far more on field 
violence than in Soccer and consequently 
there is more reason for action. 

Soccer has avoided a situation where there 
is one set of rules for the sport entertainment 
sphere and another for the paddock players. 

However nothing is more certain than the 
point that electronic records will be used 
more and more as background, especially as 
more cases come to light involving civil 
Claims for bodily injury and breaches of public 
order. 

In Britain a rugby union player has just 
successfully prosecuted an on-field injury 
case. 

FIFA has supplemented its administrative 
report with a general statement from its 
referees’ committee, in the year designated as 
“The Year of the Referee.” 

Much would be learnt by taking apart the 
competitor team sports of rugby, gridiron, 
Australian and Gaelic rules and making all 
necessary comparisons. 

Association football is certainly the truest 
football but many aspects of the game must 
be improved. 

Only the foolish will deny that breaks in play 
have to be decreased. Unproductive time 
spent in setting up walls must be minimised 
and more goals added to the game. 

The course of history will ultimately judge 
the present administration from this view- 
point, rather than from the successes 
achieved in Mexico. 

Australia has a big interest in how the code 
is developed and it would be heartening to see 
the Australian Soccer Federation addressing 
itself to such problems rather than leaving 
them to people who should know a deal about 
the problems. 


NSL MUST BEAR UP OVER 


REFEREES APPOINTMENTS 


THE seemingly amazing belief in some 
circles of the administration of the NSL that 
referees are an ‘endangered species’ and 
must be protected at all costs leaves me 


utterly dumbfounded! 


This trend in thought 
puts the men in black in 
the same category as our 
Koala bears and we all 
know what Sports 
Minister John Brown 
said about them. 

As a former player 
and coach I believe that 
the ‘protection’ of refs 
by the administrators is 
utter nonsence and in 
fact the easy way out to 
cover up some of their 
own mistakes. 

For throughout the 
season I have been out- 
spsoken in my belief 
that the appointment of 
some referees for crucial 
and explosive NSL 
games has been way off 
line and entirely wrong. 

And after having seen 
the performances of 
some of these referees, 
nothing has come about 
to change this opinion. 

Mind you, the re- 
ferees should not shoul- 
der all of the blame as 
they are only perfor- 
ming to their capabili- 
ties. 

A great deal of the 
responsibility must sure- 
ly fall on the people who 
put them there in the 
first place. 

To be honest and fair, 
there are a number of 
referees who have been 
given control of crucial 
and explosive NSL 
games this year, who 
have just not been

equipped for the job at 
hand. 

Not necessary be- 
cause of their ability or 
lack of it, but more so 
through their lack of ex- 
perience. 

It is a case of being 
thrust into the deep end 
much too soon. 

Rookie referees 
should not be put into 
the firing line in recog- 
nised difficult games be- 
fore they have the ex- 
perience to handle such 
circumstances. 

And on this subject of 
‘referee protection’, one 
leading NSL official de- 
clared after the APIA v 
Marconi debacle at 
Lambert Park last week, 
that the referee, Mr 
Tony Pollard, had been 
put under extreme

Clubs must be held 
responsible for any 
disturbances at their 
games. The club must be 
responsible for the saf- 
tey of all officials, play- 
ers and spectators and 
steps must be taken to 
ensure there are adequ- 
ate numbers of police on 
duty to quell any trouble 
that may arise. 


The NSL Executive 
should compile a list of 
requirements for each 
club to cover on match 
day to keep control. 


Harsher punishments 
for clubs, players and 
spectators who breach 
the rules should be met- 
tered out to offenders. 
Punishments handed out 
to these offenders 
should be highlighted in 
the Press so that they act

ATTI ABONYI: Atti 
would have been 
Australia’s most 
Capped internatio- 
nal had it not been 
for business com- 
mitments and in- 
juries but he is Au- 
stralia’s top scorer. 


His total of 36 goals in 
all games — 25 of them 
in full internationals. 

Atti played his first 
match for Australia in 
the last of the three- 
match series against 
Scotland in 1967, the 
year his club, Mel- 
bourne, won the Austra- 
lia Cup, beating APIA 
4-3. 

Atti was Australia’s 
top scorer on the trium- 
phant Asian tour of 1967 
with 13 goals, including 
hat-tricks against New 
Zealand (5-3) and Singa- 
pore (5-1). 

Injury prevented him 
from playing in the three 
match series against 
Japan in 1968 but he 
returned in 1969 to score 
the penalty goal that 
gave Australja a 1-0 win 
over Greece in the first 
of‘a three-match series. 

He missed the 1970 
world tour due to busi- 
ness commitments and 
scored his first goal for 
Australia in three years 
when he slammed the 
only goal in the win over 
Wolverhampton 
Wanderers in 1972 in 
Melbourne. 

By the time the 1973 
World Cup qualifying 
series began, coach Rale 
Rasic relegated Atti to 
the reserves bench. 

Atti returned to the 
team as a-sub for 
Branko Buljevic during 
the scoreless draw with 
Trak in Melbourne. 

He was the selected 
for the final match 
against Indonesia in 
Sydney. He was deter- 
mined to re-establish his 
reputation and became 
the chief executor of the 
injury-stricken Indone- 
sia, scoring two and set- 
ting up others in the 
Socceroos’ 6-0 victory. 

That display assured 
him a place in the re- 
maining five qualifica- 
tion games. 

Yet Atti was not an 
automatic choice in the 
lead-up to the World 
Cup finals with ‘Noddy” 


Alston and Buljevic the 
twin strikers in the star- 
ting line-ups. 

Atti had his chance to 
show his wares when he 
came on against West 
Germany in Hamburg. 
The skilful goalgrabber 
almost scored what 
would have been Aus- 
tralia’s only goal of the 
finals. However, Atti 
had the misfortune of 
seeing his shot bounce 
off the post after he had 
broken away from Franz 
Beckenbauer and 
beaten keeper Sepp 
Maier after a pass from 
Jimmy Mackay. 

His enterprise earned 
him a place in the team 
for the final match 
against Chile (0-0), but as 
a midfielder rather than 
a striker. 

Atti then had a long 
absence outside of the 
national side and didn’t 
return until 1976 against 
New Zealand (3-0) in 
which he scored. 

He continued his pro- 
lific scoring against the 
likes of Sunderland, 
Hearts, Bologna and 
Hong Kong and was 
selected for the 1976 
world tour. 

Again his goalscoring 
came to the fore against 
Indonesia (1-1), Hong 
Kong (2-0), Chinese 
Selection (5-4) and Bir- 
mingham (1-4). 

After a series against 
Red Star and another 
against Israel, Atti lined 
up for his third World 
Cup campaign, opening 
with goals in both games 
against Taiwan (3-0 and 
2-1). 

He was mystifyingly 
left out of the next 
match and played only 
one game in the 
“World of Soccer” in 
1977. 

He then played in the 
remaining games of the 
World Cup after Austra- 
lia were on the way out. 

But the treatment at 
the end of 11 years loyal 
service to the Socceroos 
that was dished out to 
Atti left a sour taste in 
many mouths. 

Incidentally Atti 
made his senior debut 
for Melbourne Hungaria 
at the age of 15 and 
moved to St.George in 
1969. 

He has since been in- 
volved with Sydney 
Croatia and Rockdale 
Tlinden as coach.

JOHNNY WARREN 
holds probably the 
biggest reputation 
in Australian Soc- 
cer, his last in- 
ternational was 
against West Ger- 
many in the 1974 
World ‘Cup finals 
and his last kick 
was the one that 
scored the winning 
goal for St.George 
in the 1974 NSW 
Grand Final. 

As all champions 
Johnny went out on the 
highest possible note. 
Born in Randwick, JW 
became the first Austra- 
lian-born captain of the 
national team after 
Federation. 

He served in that 
capacity for four years, 
until a serious knee in- 
jury interrupted his 
career, and he was re- 
warded with an MBE in

1973. 

His contribution to 
Soccer has been con- 
tinuous and plentiful 
since he was promoted 
to the Canterbury senior 
team under the late 
great Joe Vlasits at the 
age of only 16. 

Johnny played in 
championship teams for 
Canterbury until he was 
transferred to St.George 
at the age of 19. He 
stayed with the Saints 
until the end of his play- 
ing career, and then 
took over as the club’s 
manager. 

Johnny started his in- 
ternational career as a 
member of Australia’s 
1965 World Cup squad. 
He missed out on play- 
ing against North Korea 
in the two qualifying 
games but made his de- 
but in the 0-0 draw with 
Cambodia a few days 
later. 

He replaced Pat 
Hughes as national team 
captain for the 1967 tour 
of Asia and held that 
post through the 1969 
World Cup qualifiers 
and the 1970 world tour, 
until injury interrupted 
his career for 15 months, 
Peter Wilson then took 
over as captain but the 
players voted for John 
as vice-captain when he 
returned. 

In 1977, in his capac- 
ity of A.C.T. Director 
of Coaching, John con- 
ducted countless clinics 
and coaching courses. 

He has been involved 
in clubs such as 
St.George, Canberra 
City, Canterbury and 
in all 
spheres.

MORTON OVERCOMES DOUBLE

BRISBANE LIONS striker Jim Morton is fast 


silencing his Australian critics. 

The Scottish import’s form of recent 
weeks has not only stunned those who had 
begun to rate him a bad buy, but has taken 
opposition defences by surprise. 


The former St John- 
stone striker and full- 
back was signed by 
Lions this year and came 
to Australia in March 
with an impressive 
pedigree including Scot- 
land “B” honours.

Firstly while | agree 
that the closest we 


came to a real Austra- 
lian Soccer style was 
with the 1981 Young 
Socceroos, but was this 
not only a modified ver- 
sion of the style played 
by the great Canterbury 
teams of the late fifties 
and early sixties, which 
itself was only a varia- 
tion of the type of Soc- 
cer played by district 
Soccer clubs at in Syd- 
ney Newcastle and Wol- 
longong for countless 
years before. 

More recently we saw 
flashes of this style of 
football at times by the 
now defunct Newcastle 
KB United team. 

As well, it would 
appear that this style of 
football not only suits 
the local players but 
also is preferred by 
most would-be specta- 
tors. 

Secondly there is 
another factor that 
greatly impedes our 
young players from 
reaching their full 
potential - excepting in 
the Newcastle area 
and this has never been 
aired publicly to my 
knowledge 

In Newcastle, unlike 
other cities and towns 
where ‘there is a lot of 
junior Soccer played, 
the game though much 
devalued is still one that 
commends a high de- 
gree of widespread 
public support and 
respect. 

This gives the young 
players more incentive, 
pride and belief in their 
game (our game), and 
subsequently they can 
and do go further and 


demoralising many of 
our young juniors who 
become disenchanted, 
confused and in many 
cases they drop out. 

Those that don't drop 
out often develop what | 
call a Soccer inferiority 
complex. which inhibits 
them reaching their full 
potential. 

In the end it comes 
back to a basic fact of 
life that it does not a 
matter what endeavour 
you are pursuing if you 
do not have a total com- 


mitment, belief: and 
pride in what you are 
doing or trying to do, 


you cannot succeed. 

It seems to me this is 
a real problem and the 
ANTI-SOCCER lobby 
seems to be fully aware 
of this and exploits it to 
the full. 

Finally | hope you and 
ASW will print more 
sound and controversial 
letters like the Azzopar- 
di letter - there is a lot 
that needs to be said. 

The real situation for 
Soccer in NSW and 
probably Australia is the 
gravest it has been for 
more than thirty years.

“His name is enough to anger our 
people and his handling of our World 
Cup dream is attacked as ‘brutally as 
some of our team’s opponents were in 
Mexico. 

“Borras has been sacked and charged 
with bringing the nation’s game into dis- 
repute. His ultra-defensive tactics were 
shocking, especially when you see the 
number of talented, attacking and excit- 
ing players at his disposal, Men such as 
Enzo Francescoli, Mario Saralegui, Jorge 
Da Silva and Miguel Bossio. 

“We are ashamed of what has hap- 
pened and we must show the world that 
our game is not as depicted by the Borras 
team of 86.” 

Reduced to ten men through their own 
foul play, Uruguay were decimated by 
Denmark 6-1. After scoring an early goal 
against West Germany and using all 11 
players in a defensive shell to try and 
hoid that lead, Klaus Allofs brought the 
house down with a late equaliser which 
left Uruguay needing a point from their 
last game with Scotland to go through. 

What followed was a disgrace. Batista 
was sent-off in the first minute for chop- 


ping in on the back of Gordon Strachan’s 
legs and for the next 89 minutes naive 
Scotiand were spat on, punched, tripped 
and kicked in a sickening spectacle that 


F had nothing to do with football.

But 
when he returned to Montevideo he was 
shocked by the strength of feeling 
against him and promptly slipped quietly 
onto a plane bound for Europe. 

Meanwhile the infuriated Uruguay au- 
thorities still await the official report on 
the World Cup campaign he was charged 
with producing on his return from 
Mexico. 

Our source added: “All our First Divi- 
sion chairmen got together when they 
heard of his hasty departure. They voted 
to strip him of all his coaching posts, 
credentials and authority and he is now 
charged with deretiction of duty.” 

Good for Uruguay! While managers 
with the Borras mentality are allowed to 
work in the game, fans will turn their 
backs on it.
